The essay contest is open to pupils 
of the fifth, sixth, seventh and cighth 
grades, fourteen years old and under, 
and the lesson contest is open to all 
elementary school teachers of the 
eighth grade and under, Contestants 
from every state in the Union, from 
Alaska, the Philippines, Hawaii, the 
Canal Zone and Porto Rico are ex- 
pected to strive for the many prizes, 
aggregating $6,500, offered for the 
best essays and lessons, 

The author of the best paper in each 
state will reccive a gold medal and a 
check for $15. Second prize winner 
will receive a silver medal and a check 
for $10, and third prize winner will 
receive a bronze medal and a check 
for $5. The number of third prize 
winners in each state will range from 
one to twenty-three, depending upon 
the school population. From among 
the essays ranking first im each state 
three national prize winners will be 
selected, the first receiving a trip to 
Washington with all expenses paid, 
and a gold watch. The second and 
third prize winners will receive gold 
watches but not the trip to Washing- 
ton. The teacher writing the best 
safety lesson will receive a trip to 
Washington with all expenses paid, 
and a check for $500.

One lan- 
guage brings the faithful closer to- 
gether in their worship... . 

The use of one language is of great 
help in the spiritual government of 
the hundreds of millions throughout 
all parts of the world. Think for a 
moment of the difficulties Congress 
would have to translate the income 
tax law into as many languages as 
there are States in the Union. Mul- 
tiply this difficulty a dozen times and 
you will see what difficulties the 
Church would. have in making known 
her laws to all parts of the Church.
